Whether Wilkins and his crew get 
safely under the polar ice or vanish in the 
northern 1s where so many explorers 


have disappeared, their enterprise is not 
to be wanting in “thrills Columbus in 
his primitive caravel had an easier time 
vetting across the Atlantic, with less hard- 
ship and fewer chances of being drowned 

It may be, aS has been claimed, that 
the passage of the Atlantic was the most 
hazardous part of the adventure. For the 
sake those engaged in it, that is to be 
hoped. But skeptics wil! have to be shown 
that even wallowing around in mid-ocean 
with disabled engines is more dangerous 
than diving under ice bergs of unknown 
depth and extent.

EXPORTING ONCE MORE 

a is once more exporting butter, 
$8,000 boxes having left Montreal for Eng- 
land since the beginning of the year, 
aeainet none at all during the correspond- 
ing period a year ago, The movement is 
not heavy, compared with shipments in 
some of the former seasons when Cana- 
dians were producing on an export basis. 
Zut it is growing rapidly, exports for last 
weele being more than double those of the 
week before. 

Evidently the Canadian product is 
able to find a demand in the oversea mar- 
kets, even against New Zealand butter, 
with which some authorities used to tell 
us Canadian butter could not compete in 
Canada. And apparently the price abroad 
is better than the price at home, since the 
movement is outward, and is growing in 
volume 

This re-commencement of butter ex- 
port is another evidence of the rapid re- 
vival of the dairying industry in Canada 
that has resulted from the fall in grain 
prices and the turning of attention from 
grain growing to other branches of farm- 
ing. It is to be supposed there has been a 
shift in the same direction in some of the 
other grain producing countries, and that 
competition in the world markets is ac- 
cordingly keen 

That Canadian butter in these ¢ 
cumstances recommending itself to 
oversea consumer is strong proof of tts ¢ 
cellent quality, and gives promise that the 
Dominion may regain the place it held in 
the world’s butter markets in years gone 
by.

It is just possible that the man who 
grows wheat for a living will be more in- 
terested in the statement itself than in the 
improper inclusion of the chart in th 
commission's report or the parliamentary 
declamations against the grain buyers. If 
the statefent is a fact it should be studied 
with a view to increasing the efficiency of 
the pool. If it is not a fact, steps should 
be taken to make that widely known; and 
the official who tried to circulate false in- 
formation under the aegis of the Stamp 
commission should be punished. 


“DRIFTING” 

This week it has been Calgary’s turn 
to be swamped by an inrush of unem- 
ployed men from other parts of the west. 
Last week Edmonton had a similar ex- 
perience. In each case the rush was start- 
ed by a false report that new relief mea- 
sures were to be adopted, in which non- 
residents might hope to share. The result 
in each case was to confront the civic au- 
thorities with the option of refusing food 
to large numbers of hungry men, or of 
spending the money of their taxpayers in 
giving meals to men for whom other 
municipalities should be making provision. 

The ‘drifter’ problem is increasingly 
serious. Thousands of men are now rid- 
ing freight trains in the western provinces 
every day. They may be doing so solely 
of their own accord. Some may be moved 
from centre to centre as part of the strat- 
egy of agitators. There may even be 
cases in which one town or city avoids its 
own responsibility ‘by spreading reports 


which cause its idle residenis to go to 
some other point in search of help. In 
sheer self-defence each municipality is 


obliged in such circumstances to draw the 
line sharply between residents and non- 
residents 

But meantime these men are in need, 
and their need cannot be met while they 
continue to roam the country and cojicen- 


trate where the chances of relief are 
thought to be better than elsewhere. If 
direct relief is to be the means em- 


ployed to provide for idle men, under the 
arrangement proposed by Senator Robert- 
son, the federal or provincial authorities 
will have to take the whole situation in 
hand, order that uniform relief measures 
shall be adopted in all centres, and put an 
end to the “drifting” that turns so easily 
into a stampede.

They are the only two classes. 

There is a shortage of domestic ser- 
vants, and this may be one of the rea- 
sons that it is difficult to induce girls 
to accept such employment, Once in 
domestic service and out of a job 
there are no unemployment Insurance 
benefits, and the actual wages would 
not be much above the amount she 
would ordinarily draw. 

If, however, the scheme is extended, 
it might mean a reallocation of the 
labor supply which would bring a lit- 
tle relief. There has been agitation 
for insurance to cover domestic and 
agriculture workers, and it is entirely 
possible it will be worked out.

Such a repair shop, it is said, will 
be a great advantage to the airdrome, 
enabling visiting craf, to get work 
done right on the spot, while in the 
case of planes flying out of the city 
needing attention when on a trip a 
Service plane would be sent out to 
them from Edmonton 

It is stated that there ere aviation 
experts In the city interested in the 
project and that it may become an 
acual fact 

The same company would also have 
airplanes available for commercial 
work 
EXPECT BIG CROWD 

A huge crowd ts anticipated by the 
City officials to visit the airfield an 
Tuesday next if the round-the-world- 
fliers, Wiley Post and Harold Getty 
are able to accomplish their trip as 
planned. ‘The last stages of the home 
run are Nome, Alaska, to Edmonton 
and then to New York. Edmonton is 
due to receive them on Tuesday next 

City officials are making prepara- 
tions for the crowd Lkely to assemble 
and if the Strathcona Horse are still 
in the city they may be,invited to 
assist in the task of policing the air- 
field 

City officials are gratified to know 
{ that the airport is in fairly good con- 


dition and the local arrangements 
should not impress the visitors as

| The task is under the supervision 
of P, L. Debney of the city engineer's 
department, who has the airport under 
his own particular charge, 

Much of the job of levelling the field

GUN ACCIDENT 


George E. Clarke Killed on 
Eve of Looked For 
Holiday 


Victim of an accident while making | 
a routine inspection of the revolvers | 
for emergency purposes in the | 
teller’s cage of the South Side branch | 


of the Canadian’ Bank of Commerce, 
George E. Clarke, well known Edmon- 
ton resident and bank manager, died 
shortly after 3.15 on Friday after- 
noon. The accident occurred on the 
eve of Mr. Clarke's leaving on « three- 
month leave of absence and he was 
making the customary inspection of 
equipment in the branch office be- 
fore handing over to his relief when 
the regrettable accident occurred, Mr, 
Clarke died without regaining conscl- 
ousness although members of the bank 
staff with whom he was chatting 
when the revolver he was handling 
exploded without warning, immedi- 
ately rushed to his assistance, 

The accident orcurred in the teller's 
cage of the bank, into which Mr 
Clarke had stepped after informing 
H. N. McDowell, the teller on duty, 
that he would inspect the revolvers 

“He had just picked up the re- 
volver and was still chatting when 
the gun seemed to go off immedi- 
ately,” said Mr. McDowell in telling of 
the accident, “Two shots were fired 
in quick succession, the first going 
info the floor of the teller’s cage under 
the desk. Mr, Clarke seemed io jump 
back in surprise, both hands going up 
in his excitement, and it was then 
that the revolyer exploded for the 
second time, the bullet striking him 
in the right side of the head and in- 
flicting a glancing wound. We im- 
mediately did what we could for him 
and sent for medica) assistance but he 
did not regain consciousness.” 

Bank officials and the many friends 
of Mr, Clarke were shocked at his 
death, Deceased had been with the 
bank for a considerable number of 
years and was popular with South Side 
business men and others with whom 
he came in contact, a wide circle of 
friends in Edmonton expressing deep 
regret at his passing when the news 
was circulated, 

Mr. Clarke, who resided, with his 
family at 11023 Saskatchewan Drive, 
had been in ill-health and had asked 
for a longer leave than usual this 
year, His request had been granted 
by head office officials and he was 
looking forward to his three months’ 
holiday which was to have started 
almost immediately, bank auditors 
having made their usual inspection of 
the branch a few days ago and find- 
ing the business and books of the 
branch in perfect shape. Mr, Clarke 
had only been waiting on this form- 
ality before going on holiday and was 
winding up the few routine dutles, 
including the revolver inspection, 
when the accident occurred, 

The late Mr, Clarke was a native 
of Ontario and his father is no wily- 
ing near Weston, Ontario, Prominent 
in church and Masonic circles since 
coming West in his early days, Mr. 
Clarke had been with the Canadian 
Bank o fCommerce for the past 26 
years, 19 of these as a branch man- 
ager. He had been in the South 
Edmonton branch as manager since 
1925, coming here from a similar 
position at Etony Plain, 

Following reports of the accident 
from Dr. Fife who was called in by 
the bank officials at the time of the 
occurance and from members of the 
bank staff who were present Coroner 
Dr, Braithwaite has decided that no 
inquest is necessary. 

The late Mr. Clarke is survived by 
hig widow and two sons and a 
daughter. He had planned to start 
his vacation on Monday next leaving 
by car for the east with the two boys 
and picking up Mrs, Clarke and his 
daughter at Winnipeg for which place 
they had left Thursday 

Pending word from relatives funeral 
arrangements have not yet been an- 
nounced
